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LN  GENERAL 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  booklet  is  to  give 
supplementary  information  concerning  the  work  in 
Music  in  addition  to  that  contained  in  the  last  issue 
of  the  University  Catalogue  and  the  Conservatory 
Catalogue.  Special  attention  is  given  only  to  the 
announcement  of  administrative  action  and  items  of 
interest  since  the  close  of  the  year  1917-1918,  and  all 
readers  of  this  bulletin  who  have  not  received  the 
regular  catalogues  and  who  are  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Conservatory  are  asked  to  address  the  Director, 
K.  H.  Eschman,  Granville,  Ohio,  for  the  above 
catalogues. 

The  policy  of  the  entire  University,  as  expressed 
by  President  Clark  W.  Chamberlain  at  Commence- 
ment 1918,  is  that  the  work  of  Denison  University 
should  continue  throughout  the  period  of  the  war 
without  retrenchment. 

Music  is  a  necessity  in  time  of  war,  even  more 
than  at  any  other  period,  for  the  inspiration  and 
recreation  or  re-building  of  the  National  Life.  Further- 
more, the  war  has  brought  about  in  a  remarkable  way 
the  musical  independance  of  the  United  States. 
American  composition,  American  artistry,  and  Ameri- 
can education  in  music  are  in  great  demand  in  this 
establishment  of  a  truly  national  art  of  music. 

Because  of  these  facts,  and  in  accord  with  the 
announced   policy   of   Denison   University,   the   Con- 


servatory  of  Music  has  strengthened  rather  than 
weakened  the  teaching-force,  the  equipment,  and  the 
entire  program  for  1918-19. 

Additional  Instructors 

Roswitha  Cranston  Smith,  Soprano,  was  appointed 
Teacher  of  Voice,  last  year  after  the  date  of  publication 
of  the  Conservatory  catalogue.  Miss  Smith  was  a 
pupil  of  Mme.  Schoen-Rene  in  Berlin,  1909-1912. 
To  her  successful  year  of  teaching  at  Denison,  she  has 
added  a  number  of  public  appearances  in  oratorio, 
including  the  difficult  role  of  "  Venus"  in  "Tann- 
hauser"  with  the  accompaniment  of  the  New  York 
Philharmonic. 

Frances  Henry,  the  additional  teacher  of  Piano,  who 
has  been  added  to  the  Faculty  for  the  Year  '18-'  19,  is 
a  graduate  and  Gold  Medalist  of  the  Conservatory  of 
Toronto,  Canada.  Miss  Henry  studied  for  four  years 
in  Europe  under  Teresa  Carreno,  Ferdinand  Hummel 
and  Theoodore  Wiehmeyer,  and  has  concertized  success- 
fully in  Europe,  the  United  States,  Canada  and  the 
West  Indies.  She  has  Taught  in  Leipsig,  Berlin,  New 
York,  Toronto,  and  has  held  positions  at  Belmont  Coll- 
ege and  Crescent  College. 

Miss  Faye  Hulshizer,  Teacher  of  Public  School 
Music  Methods  is  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Granville 
Public  Schools.  Miss  Hulshizer  graduated  from 
Denison  Conservatory  in  Piano  1909  and  studied 
Public  School  Methods  at  Northwestern  University. 
The  valuable  opportunity  for  Practice  Teaching  in 
the  Public  Schools  will  be  continued  under  Miss 
Hulshizer. 

The  New  Organ 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the 
Organ  Department,  the  Conservatory  has  purchased 
a  fine  new  pipe  organ  for  additional  practice  purposes. 
This  organ  is  to  be  built  during  the  summer  by  the 
Estey  Organ  Company,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  by 


the  opening  of  the  Fall  semester.  The  organ  will  be 
modern  and  mechanically  complete  in  every  way. 
The  action  is  electric  and  the  registration  is  by  means 
of  tilting  tablets.  The  console  will  have  the  standard 
concave-radiating  type  of  pedal-board,  and  will  be 
fitted  with  crescendo  pedal  and  adjustable  combination 
pistons.

Changes  in  Fees 

Two  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
charges  for  tuition  in  classes,  both  of  which  have  the 
effect  of  reducing  the  cost  of  tuition  to  the  average 
student  taking  the  regular  course.  The  College  and 
Conservatory  are  co-operating  in  this  matter  in  order 
that  both  college  and  conservatory  students  may 
more  readily  elect  work  from  other  departments. 

Believing  in  the  educational  and  cultural  value 
of  the  courses  in  Appreciation  of  Music  (first  semester, 
Music  la)  and  Theory  of  Music  (Music  3-4)  these 
courses  will  be  thrown  open  this  fall  to  any  college 
student  without  charge,  to  students  paying  regular 
college  tuition.  These  courses  give  two  hours  college 
credit  each. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Conservatory  student  who 
registers  for  Music  totaling  an  amount  equivalent  to 
college  tuition  may  elect  any  college  course  to  which 
he  is  eligible,  including  those  college  courses  required 
for  Conservatory  graduation,  at  the  rate  of  $3.00 
per  semester  hour.  (The  rate  for  this  work  has  been 
$4.50  per  semester  hour  in  the  past,  to  all  specials  and 
Conservatory  students.  For  example,  Freshman  Eng- 
lish, a  three  hour  course  required  of  all  Conservatory 
graduates  cost  in  1917,  $13.50  a  semester.  Beginning 
with  the  fall  semester  the  charge  to  any  Conservatory 
student  who  elects  this  course,  will  be  $9.00. 

Tuition  in  Organ  under  the  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment has  been  raised  to  the  same  rate  as  that  charged 
under  the  Heads  of  Departments  in  Piano  and  Voice, 
namely  $22.00  for  one  lesson  a  week  and  $40.00  for 
two  lessons  a  week,  per  semester.  (Rates  in  Piano, 
with  Miss  Brown  have  not  been  changed.)

Tuition— in  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  or  History 
of  Music,  class  lesson,  three  hours  per  week,  $12.00. 

Tuition  in  Form,  Canon  and  Fugue,  Composition 
class  lessons  two  hours  per  week,  $8.00. 

Tuition — in  Appreciation,  Physical  Basis  of  Music, 
or  Elementary  Theory,  class  lessons,  two  hours  per 
week.  $8.00.  The  courses  may  be  included  in  college 
tuition,  on  the  same  basis  as  other  college  courses. 

Tuition — in  Solfeggio,  Public  School  Music  or 
Normal  Training,  class  lessons,  one  hour  per  week, 
$4.00. 

Rent  of  piano  for  practice,  per  semester-hour 
(i.  e.  at  the  rate  of  one  hour  a  week  for  a  semester), 
$1.00.    Rent  of  pipe-organ  for  practice  $0.15  an  hour. 

All  private  lessons  are  one-half  hour  in  length. 

All  class  lessons  are  one  hour. 

The  cost  of  board  and  room  under  University 
rules  for  women,  is  $115.00  per  semester.  Rooms  and 
board  in  the  Town  may  be  secured  at  varying  rates. 
Rooms  in  the  men's  dormitories  cost  $17.00  to  $25.00 
per  semester.     (See  University  Catalogue.) 


COURSES  OF  STUDY 

The  following  summary  of  the  Courses  of  Study 
offered  to  the  student  specializing  in  music  is  included 
in  the  present  bulletin  for  the  convenience  of  the 
student.  For  details  of  the  contents  of  courses  men- 
tioned, consult  the  University  catalogue. 

I.    The  Conservatory  Diploma  Course 

A.  Select  an  applied  study:  Piano,  Pipe  Organ, 
Violin  or  Voice,  as  a  Major,  and  continue  work  in 
that  department  until  the  degree  of  proficiency  required 
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for  graduation  is  reached.  This  work  must  be  con- 
cluded by  a  public  Recital.  The  number  of  years 
required  depends  entirely  upon  the  student's  ability 
and  previous  training.  Frequent  opportunity  will  be 
given  the  student  to  ascertain  his  standing  by  optional 
semester  examinations.  If  Violin  or  Voice  is  chosen 
as  a  Major,  Piano  must  be  chosen  as  a  Minor  for  at 
least  two  semesters. 

B.  Complete  the  following  theoretical  courses 
in  the  order  named: 

1.  Elementary  Theory  (Music  3-4)  Two  hours 
credit. 

2.  Harmony  (Music  7-8)  Three  hours  credit. 

3.  Counterpoint  (Music  9-10)  Three  hours  credit. 

4.  Strict  Composition  (Music  13-14)  Two  hours 
credit. 

As  each  of  the  above  courses  is  based  on  the  work 
of  the  preceding  course,  the  completion  of  this  require- 
ment nominally  occupies  four  years.  Students  with 
some  knowledge  of  Elementary  Theory  may  shorten 
this  requirement  to  three  years  or  less  upon  statement 
of  their  previous  study. 

In  addition  the  following  courses  must  be  com- 
pleted at  some  time,  in  any  combination  with  the 
above  courses: 

Appreciation  and  Physical  Basis  (Music  la-2a) 
Two  hours  credit. 

History  of  Music  (Music  5-6)  Three  hours  credit. 

Form  and  Analysis  (Music  11-12)  Two  hours  credit. 

Solfeggio — One  hour  a  week  for  one  year. 

C.  Before  graduation,  present  evidence  to  show 
the  completion  of  a  High  School  Course,  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  full  requirements  for  entrance  to  the 
Freshman  Class  of  Denison  University,  and  in  addition, 
complete  one  year  of  French,  German,  Italian,  or 
Spanish,  and  one  year  of  English,  equivalent  to  that 
of  the  freshman  year  in  Denison  University. 
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II.    Conservatory  Certificate  Course 


This  course  is  the  Duplicate  of  the  Diploma  Course 
outlined  above,  with  the  exception  that  Normal 
Study  is  substituted  for  the  public  Recital  in  the 
Senior  year. 

III.     Public  School  Music  Course 

The  following  two  year  course  is  especially  designed 
for  the  training  of  Teachers  of  Public  School  Music, 
who  cannot  complete  a  four-year  course.  A  special 
certificate  is  furnished  upon  the  completion  of  this 
course. 

First  Year 

Music — Major  (Voice,  Piano,  etc.)  two  lessons  a 
week. 

Music — Minor  (Piano,  Voice,  etc.)  one  lesson  a 
week. 

Music  la-2a  Appreciation  and  Physical  Basis. 

Music  3-4  Theory. 

Music  5-6  History  of  Music. 

Solfeggio. 

Second  Year 

Music — Major  (Voice,  Piano,  etc.)  two  lessons  a 
week. 

Music — Minor  (Piano,  Voice,  etc.)  one  lesson  a 
week. 

Music  7-8  Harmony. 

Phychology  and  Education  (Phil.  1.,  Ed.  6)  Three 
hours. 

Public  School  Music  Methods. 

IV.    A  Course  Leading  to  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy  in  Denison 
University,  Specializing  in  Music 

In  this  course,  the  student  elects  the  work  offered 
by  the  department  of  Theory  of  Music  and  also  satisfies 
the  college  requirements  for  the  Ph.B.  degree.     This 
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Course  may  be  combined  with  Course  I  for  the  Con- 
servatory Diploma,  as  all  of  the  courses  listed  under 
IB  and  IC  are  included.  To  secure  both  the  Con- 
servatory Diploma  and  the  Ph.B.  degree,  the  only 
additional  requirement  is  the  applied  work  under  IA. 
The  arrangement  of  this  work  may  vary  but  the 
following  is  suggested:  I.  Common  Requirements  for 
Ph.B.  degree,  English  1-4,  12  hours,  Mathematics, 
lc-2c  or  lb-2b,  6  hours,  Philosophy,  any  6  hours,  and 
Modern  Language,  any  16  hours;  Total  42  hours. 

II.  Principal  Sequence  (required)  Music  3-4,  7-8, 
9-10,  and  13-14,  Total  20  hours.  Secondary  Sequence 
(required)  Music  la-2a,  5-6,  and  11-12,  total  14  hours. 
Science  Requirement,  elective  10  hours. 

III.  The  above  gives  a  total  of  84  hours  of  the 
124  required  for  graduation  in  college,  leaving  40 
hours  for  free  election.  This  is  sufficient  for  specializa- 
tion in  another  department  also,  if  the  student  desires 
to  major  in  two  subjects. 


THE  YEAR  1917-1918 

It  is  impossible  in  the  limits  of  this  booklet  to  give 
more  than  a  brief  summary  of  the  concerts  of  the  past 
season.  Regular  Conservatory  Recitals  were  given 
practically  every  Wednesday  evening  during  the  year. 
In  addition  to  nine  programs  given  by  individual 
Faculty  members,  there  were  thirty-nine  recitals  by 
students  of  which  fourteen  were  of  a  semi-public 
character  for  Conservatory  students  only.  Four  public 
Semester  Recitals  were  given  by  undergraduates  and 
in  addition  twelve  advanced  students  in  the  Organ 
Department  each  gave  a  Vesper  Organ  Recital  on 
successive  Tuesday  evenings  in  the  Spring  Term. 

Nine  recitals  were  given  by  the  senior  class, — the 
programs  of  which,  are  included  in  this  booklet.  A 
series  of  Historical  Lecture-Recitals  was  given,  includ- 
ing an  address  "Music  in  Its  Relation  to  Science  and 
Art"  delivered  before  the  Denison  Scientific  Associa- 
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r  ion.  a  presentation  of  Debussy's  Opera  "Pelleas  and 
Melisande"  in  silhouette-pantomime,  and  Carl  Rei- 
necke's  Poem  Cycle  "From  the  Cradle  to  the  Grave." 

The  artist  concerts  included  the  Oulp  String 
Quartet,  playing  Dvorak  and  Schumann  quartettes; 
and  recitals  by  Arthur  Shattuck,  Pianist  and  Arthur 
Middleton,  Baritone.  The  Annual  Music  Festival 
brought  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Orchestra, 
Josef  Stransky,  Conductor,  for  two  concerts,  which 
included  Brahms'  Second  Symphony,  and  Symphonic 
Poems  by  Chadwick,  Debussy,  Berlioz  and  Tschai- 
kovski.  Wagner's  "Tannhauser"  was  given  in  concert- 
form  by  the  Engwerson  Chorus  and  the  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  Karl  Eschman,  conducting,  with  the  notable 
feature  of  two  Conservatory  teachers  in  the  cast, 
Ralph  Warren  Soule  as  "Tannhauser"  and  Roswitha 
Cranston  Smith  as  "  Venus."  "  Elizabeth"  was  sung  by 
Amparito  Farrar  and  "Wolfram"  by  Andrae  Sarto, 
both  of  New  York.  The  part  of  the  Landgrave  was 
sung  by  Mr.  Belford  Cheadle  of  the  Senior  Class. 

The  first  choral  work  of  size,  was  given  in  Gran- 
ville in  1898.  Since  then,  many  works  have  been 
performed  in  the  Annual  Festivals  beginning  in  1905. 
The  first  performance  of  Handel's  "Messiah"  was 
given  in  the  same  year,  and  since  then,  it  has  become 
an  annual  custom  to  present  this  work  as  a  free  concert 
each  Christmas.  The  performance  this  year  was,  in 
many  respects  the  best  of  the  series.  The  accompani- 
ments were  furnished  by  the  Denison  Orchestra  and 
the  following  were  soloists:  Miss  Smith,  Soprano, 
Miss  Corinne  Borchers,  Contralto,  Mr.  Soule,  Tenor 
and  Mr.  Cheadle,  Bass. 

It  is  planned  to  make  the  year  1918-19  as  com- 
pletely successful  and  interesting  as  the  program  just 
summarized.  Detail  plans  for  the  artist  concerts  and 
the  Festival  will  be  announced  soon  after  the  opening 
of  the  Semester.  It  is  possible  that  Verdi's  "Aida" 
will  be  the  large  choral  work  presented.  Mendelssohn's 
"Hymn  of  Praise,"  which  has  not  been  given  in  Gran-

ville  since  1909,  will  probably  be  included  in  the 
program.  If  conditions  seem  to  warrant  work  of  a 
lighter  nature,  the  production  of  an  annual  comic 
opera  will  be  resumed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Soule.

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NOTES 

Prof.  W.  II.  Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Society  of 
the  Alumni,  is  completing  the  work  of  publishing 
a  complete  list  of  all  alumni  of  the  institution, 
with  present  addresses  as  accurate  as  possible. 
This  hook  will  include  a  list  of  Conservatory  graduates 
since  1890.  Before  that  date,  almost  every  student 
of  Shepardson  College,  the  Y.  L.  I.,  and  associated 
Schools  (or  Women,  in  Granville,  was  a  student  of 
musie.  and  many  specialized  in  the  Department  as 
their  further  records  show,  but  the  Conservatory 
Course,  as  such,  was  not  formulated  until  after  1890. 
Since  that  date,  there  have  been  109  graduates,  many 
of  whom  have  continued  their  work  in  prominent 
lines  of  professional  activity.  A  copy  of  this  Alumni 
Catalogue,  when  published  will  be  sent  free  of  charge 
to  the  graduates  of  the  Conservatory,  so  far  as  their 
addresses  are  known. 

In  addition  to  the  recitals  already  scheduled  on 
the  1918-19  Calendar,  a  series  of  recitals  by  alumni 
of  the  Conservatory  who  can  be  secured  for  that 
purpose,  is  contemplated.  A  masque,  for  the  South 
Plaza  of  Denison  University,  by  Miss  Nellie  Ballou 
'16  and  Prof.  Eschman,  may  be  produced  next  May. 

Many  improvements  are  being  made  on  campus  and 
buildings.  The  interiors  of  the  studios  and  Recital 
Hall  are  being  refinished.  The  new  college  campus 
of  166  acres  which  was  a  recent  gift  to  Denison  has 
been  opened,  and  is  being  beautified  by  winding  walks 
and  landscaping. 

The  two  courses  in  the  Theory  and  Appreciation 
of  Music  which  are  now  open  to  college  students  without 
charge,  have  been  chosen  in  part  for  their  cultural 
value,  and  for  the  introduction  which  they  afford  to 
musical  grammar  and  musical  literature.  Music  la 
is  offered  during  the  first  semester  only.    It  is  a  lecture

course  in  musical  aesthetics,  combining  analytical, 
historical  and  critical  features,  illustrated  by  selections 
from  the  great  composers.  No  prerequisites;  two  hours 
college  credit.  Music  3-4,  the  Theory  of  Music  begins 
with  the  most  elementary  details  of  musical  grammar 
and  continues  through  the  construction  of  chord 
combinations  and  musical  sentences.  No  prerequisite; 
Two  hours  college  credit. 

Beginning  in  June  1918,  semi-annual  semester 
examinations  in  Piano,  Organ,  Violin  and  Voice  were 
established  by  the  Conservatory  for  advanced  Junior 
and  Senior  standing.  These  examinations  are  entirely 
optional.  No  student  is  required  to  take  them  until 
he  desires  to  be  considered  within  one  and  two  years 
of  graduation  in  that  department,  and  their  successful 
completion  signifies  that  the  applied  work  for  Diploma 
or  Certificate  courses  can  be  completed  in  that  length 
of  time.  An  opportunity  will  be  given  Friday,  Sept. 
13,  1918,  for  any  new  student  to  seek  this  advanced 
standing;  but  it  is  not  suggested  that  this  be  done  by 
new  students  unless  the  theoretical  work  has  also  been 
partially  completed,  elsewhere. 

In  selecting  a  few  programs  of  last  year  for  this 
summer  Bulletin,  it  was  thought  that,  on  the  whole, 
not  the  programs  of  Faculty,  visiting  artists,  or  of 
chorus  and  orchestra,  but  those  of  Seniors  who  com- 
pleted their  work  in  June,  1918,  would  be  of  the  most 
interest.
